Washington.

30—(AP)— 


OPA yanked price lids off a host 
of things ranging; from radios to 
funerals today as the agency rush- 
ed final paper work on its "mas- 
ter" decontrol list. 


The emphasis today was one 


small items that go into furnish- 
ing a home. 
The next list will 


apply largely to business and in- 
dustrial goods. Its scheduled Fri- 
day announcement may be de- 
layed. 


In addition to radios of all 


types, price ceiling's ceased to ap- 
ply last 
midnight 
to 
electric 


phonographs, 
kitchenware 
and 


glassware, lamps and small elec- 
trical appliances, all clocks and 
scores of other types of "consumer 
durable goods." 


The agency said all things on 


the three-page list either were in 
balance between supply and de- 
mand or unimportant to business 
or living costs. 


IJds Stay on Few 


It emphasized that ceilings still 


remain on household mechanical 
refrigerators, 
washing 
machines, 


electric ranges, vacuum cleaners, 
cooking and heating stoves, floor 
coverings as well as all major 
items of furniture and bedding. 


Tags came off all radios and 


phonographs 
because OPA said 


postwar production had caught up 
with demands for most models. 
Except for the larger combination 
types not considered important to 
the cost of living factor. 


Among 
the 
other 
electrical 


items also freed because of big 
output are irons, heaters, non- 
automatic toasters, shavers, heat- 
ing pads and portable lamps oth- 
er than those used by industry. 


Most pots and" pans also were 


decontrolled for the same reason 
along with such varied items as 
funeral supphj^ including caskets 
and burial - vaults, wheel chairs 
and crutcHfs, and farm and gar- 
den tools.

business or living costs were:

Washington, Oct.- 30.— (AP) 


The coal industry warned today 
that if the government negoti- 
ates a new wage contract with 
John L. Lewis it will be "much 
more difficult" to restore the soft 
coal mines to private operation. 


The warning came from John 


D. Battle, executive secretary of 
the National 
Coal Association, 


just two days before government 
officials are scheduled to meet 
with Lewis, who is demanding 
a new wage pact for his 400,000 
United Mine Workers. The coal 
association speaks for the ma- 
jority of bituminous producers. 


"In the light of the confusion 


that exists at this time with re- 
spect to the bituminous coal min- 
ing industry and the conflicting 
reports regarding the forthcoming 
negotiations between the govern- 
ment and the union, it is obvious 
that if the government proceeds 
to make a new agreement with 
the union it will result in making 
it much more difficult for the 
coal mine owners to get together 
with the union on a collective 
bargaining agreement looking to- 
ward the return of the mines to 
private operations." 


Debate Agreement 


The question of whether the 


government's existing agreement 
with Lewis can be re-opened—as 
the UMW chief contends—still is 
being hotly debated. A number 
of government lawyers are re- 
ported to differ sharply from in- 
terior secretary Krug's stand that 
the pact is good for the duration 
of government operation of the 
mines.

SECTION 2, ARTICLE XIV, OF 
THE CONSTITUTION OF THE 
STATE OF ILLINOIS: 


EXPLANATION OF PROPOSED 


AMENDMENT. 


The proposed amendment of Sec- 


tion 2 of Article XTV of the constitu- 
tion of Illinois changes the manner 
in which amendments to our State 
constitution may be made in three 
respects: 


1. The number of articles of the 


constitution to which the General As- 
sembly may propose amendments in 
the same biennial session is in- 
creased from one to not more than 
three; 


2. The vote of the electors required 


for the adoption of a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment is changed 
from a majority of all votes cast in 
the general election to two-thirds of 
the votes cast upon the proposition; 
and 


3. Votes upon a proposed constitu- 


tional amendment must be cast di- 
rectly upon the proposition. Party 
circle votes may not be counted. 


In order for this proposed amend- 


ment to be adopted it must receive a 
majority of all the votes cast in the 
general election. If it fails to receive 
a majority of all votes cast in the 
general election, it will not be adopted 
even though it receives a large ma- 
jority of the votes cast upon the 
proposition.
